Security Council will replace the Geneva Conference as the 
forum in which to reach a Middle East settlement. 

For Starters, the Geneva Conference has been in mothballs 
for some time, and does not seem a likely candidate for a fast 
revival. For another thing, Mr. Allon makes it sound as though 
he were ready to make concessions at Geneva that would, in 
fact, lead to some form of settlement of the Palestine question. 
Tnat assumption is unfounded, unproven and, perhaps, untried. 

Thirdly, what good is a Geneva conference — or any con- 
ference — if it proposes to discuss the Middle East conflict 
without the full participation of the PLO ? This is not a meeting 
convened to discuss economic cooperation or civil aviation in 
the Middle East. If Israel is prepared to sit down with a Pa- 
lestinian delegation and talk about redrawing the map and 
restoring human rights that were trampled in the stampede of 
history, then the Israeli leaders will find receptive Palestinians 
and Arabs willing to meet them tomorrow morning. But if they 
persist in manoeuvering on the diplomatic stage as if their sole 
negotiating colleagues are President Sadat and Henry Kissinger, 
then all the talk about the Security Council and Geneva is 
chatter in the wind. 

If Israel is ready to talk about a political solution in Pales- 
tine, the door is wide open. If they’re simply anxious to get to 
Geneva and reinforce their cruel facade of progress on peace, 
and if they complement this with their on-going programme of 
more and more settlements in the occupied territories, then it 
will be quite a while yet before they find anybody else willing 
to go to Geneva and talk about anything more substantial than 
ephemeral desert borders and hazy protocols of stalemate.
